WASHINGTON, D. c., May 20.— The Su- 
preme Court to-day declared the entire 
income tax law unconstitutional. 


Five of the niné Justices were against the 
law to four for it. Those against the law 


were Chief. Justice Fuller and Justices Field, 
Gray, Brewer and Shiras; for the law, Jus- 
tices Harlan, White, Brown and Jackson. 
The conelusions of the Court were as 
follows: | . 
1. We adhere to the opinion already an- 
nounced that taxes on real estate, being 


indisputably direct taxes, taxes on the rents 
or income of real estate are equally direct 


taxes. 
2 We are of the opinion that taxes on per- 


sonal property or on the income of personal 
property are likewise direct taxes. 

3. That the tax imposed by sections 27 to 
87 inclusive, of the act of 1894, so far as it 
falls on the income of real estate and on 
personal property, being direct tax within 
the meaning of the constitution is, there- 
fore, uniconstitutonal and void, because it is 
not apportioned according to representa- 
tion, and all those sections constituting one 
entire scheme of taxation are necessarily 


invalid. 1 
The decrees herein before entered in this 


court will be vacated. The decrees below 
will be reversed and the cases remanded 
with instructions to grant the relief prayed. 

Sections 27 to 37 of the tariff act of 1894, 
referred to in the conclusion of the court 
opinion are the sections of the act relating 
to the income tax so that the entire income 
tax law is declared void specifically. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—There 
was the usual throng of people about the 
United States Supreme Courtroom in antici- 
pation of a final decision of the income 
tax cases, the chamber being crowded for 
quite a time before the court convened at 
noon. Those present included many attor- 
neys and a full representation of the press, 
as well as a fair sprinkling of members of 
Congress. The Justices were at the Capitol 
early and the consultation began promptly 
at 10 o’clock, continuing until a few minutes 
before 12, all the members of the court be- 
ing present, including Justice Jackson, who 
appeared at the court greatly to the sur- 
prise of everyone, save the Justices. While 
there were other cases under consideration 
in the conference, the income tax cases re- 
ceived the principal share of the attention 
of the members of the court. 

The presence of Justice Jackson caused a 
great deal of speculation and was the basis 
for a great deal of gossip as to the possibil- 
ity of some sort of surprise for the public. 
The fact that Justice Jackson was in the 
city and that he had participated in the 
consultation to-day did not become known 
until a few minutes before the court came 
in. He occupied his seat with the other

by the census, was plenary and absolute, but 
to lay direct taxes without apportionment 
was forbidden. The power to lay duties, im- 
posts and excises was subject to the quali- 
fication that the imposition must be uni- 
form throughout the United States. 

THE INQUIRY. BROADENED. 

Our previous decision was confined to the 
consideration of the validity of the tax on 
the income from real estate, and on the in- 
come from munictpal bonds. The question 
thus limited was whether such taxation was 
direct or not, in the meaning of the constitu- 
tion, and the court went no farther as to the 
tax on the incomes from real estate than to 
hold that it fell within the same class as the 
source whence the income was @rrived, that 
is, that a tax upon the realty and a tax upon 
the receipts therefrom were alike direct; 
while as to the income from municipal 
bonds, that could not be taxed, because of 
want of power to tax the source, and no ref- 
erence was made to the nature of the tax as 
being direct or indirect. „ We are now per- 
mitted to broaden the field of inquiry and 
determine to which of the two great classes 
a tax upon a person’s entire income, whether 
derived from rents or products, or otherwise, 
of real estate, or from bonds, stocks, or 
other forms of personal 8 belongs: 
and we are unable to conclude that the en- 
forced subtraction from the yield of all the 
owner's real or personal property in the 
manner prescribed, is so different from a 
tax upon the property itself, that it is not a 
direct, but an indirect tax in the meaning of 
the constitution. . 


The words of the constitution are to be 
in obvious . 
reasonable construction. In Gibbons va. 
Ogden, Mr. Chief Justice Marshall, with his 
usual felicity, said: As men, whose inten- 


tions require no concealment, generally em- 


ploy the words which most directly and 2 * 
propriately express the ideas they intend to 
convey, the enlightened patriots who framed 
our constitution, and the people who adopt- 
ed it, must be understood to have employed 
words in their natural sense, and to have in- 
tended what they have said.” 

We know of no reason for holding other- 
wise than that the words direct taxes“ 
on the one hand and “duties, imposts and 
excises“ on the other, were used in the 
Constitution in their natural and obvious 
senses, nor in ving at what these terms 
embrace do we perceive any ground for 
enlarging them beyond or narrowing them 
within their natural and obvious import at 
the time the Constitution was framed and 
ratified. And passing from the text, we 
regard the conclusion reached as inevitable 
when the circumstances which surrounded 
the convention and controlled its action 
and the views of those who framed and 
those who adopted the Constitution are 
considered. 

DIRECT TAXATION RESTRAINED. 

We do not care to retravel ground already 
traversed, but some observations may be 
added. In the light of the struggle in the 
convention as to whether the nation should 
be empowered to levy taxes directly on the 
individual until after the States had failed 
to respond to requisitions, a struggle which 
did not terminate until the amendment to 
that effect proposed by Massachusetts and 
concurred in by South Carolina, New 
Hampshire, New York and Rhode Island, 
had n rejected, it would seem beyond 
reasonable question that direct taxation, 
taking the place, as it did, of requisitions, 
was purposely restrained by States accord- 
ing to numbers, and negatively that no 
direct tax should be laid otherwise. The 
founders anticipated that the expenses of 
the Federal Government would chiefly be 
met by indirect taxation. They knew that 
the power to tax involved the power to 


destroy. 

It is said that a tax on the whole income of 
property is not a direct tax, buta duty. We 
do not think so. Direct taxation was not 
restricted in one breath and the restriction 
blown to the winds in another. 

HAMILTON AND MADISON. 

The Hylton case was again reviewed, and 
the opinion given that Madison and Hdmil- 
ton (whose views have been questioned) re- 
garded the carriage tax bill as unconstitu- 
tional. The Federalist was then quoted from 
to show that Hamiljton considered all in- 
ternal taxes, except duties and excises on ar- 
ticles of consumption, to be direct taxes. 
Hamilton, the — says, supported the 
carriage ia w, which Madison opposed be- 
cause he ed it as an excise. Justice 
Chase, it is said, thought the carriage tax 
was a tax on incomes because on a consum- 
ble commodity, and ly declined to 
give an opinion as to what were the direct 
taxes contemplated by the constitution. 

The opinion then dismisses the Hylton 
case, with this comment, “What was de- 
cided in the Hylton casé was that a tax on 
carriages was an excise and therefore an in- 
direct tax.“ . 

The opinion next.took up the argument 
that a tax on pr y is not a direct tax 
within the m of the Constitution, 
and on this point it says: The Constitution 
prohibits any direct tax unless in proportion 
to numbers as asce y the census; 
and in the light of the circumstances to 
which we have refe it is not an evasion 
of that prohibition to hold that a * 
unapportioned tax im upon all prop- 
erty owners as a body for or in respect of 
their property is not direct, in the mean- 
ing of the Constitution, because confined to 
the income therefrom. 

Whatever the speculative views of polit- 
ical economists or revenue reformers may 
be, can it be properly held that the con- 
stitution, taken in its plain and obvious 
sense, and with due regard to the circum- 
stances attendi the formation of the 
Government, authorizes a general unap- 

rtioned tax.on products of the farms and 
he rents of real estate, although imposed 
merely because of ownership and with no 
ossible means of escape from payment, as 

longing to a totally different class from 
that which includes the property from 
whence the income proceeds? 

There can be one answer, unless the con- 
stitutional restriction is to treated as utter- 
ly 2 and futile, and the object of its

Archbishop Kenrick’s love for his de- 
ceased Vicar-General, Rev. P. P. Brady, 
and his intense desire that he should have 
been his successor in the government of 
the archdiocese is the direct cause of the 
suit filed Saturday against the Archbishop 
by prominent clergymen and laity of the 
diocese. Ge 

In the lately discovered will of the Arch- 
bishop which brought to light the danger- 
ous condition of the diocesan estate, Fr. 
Brady was made sole legatee of the enor- 
mous church property held by the Arch- 
bishop. 

Fr. Brady has been dead for two years 
and the will as it stands is irregular and 
void. If the Archbishop had been given nis 


‘Own way all would have been well, for 
, Vicar-General Brady would in all probabili- 
ty be alive to-day and acting as coadjutor 
to the venerable prelate. But in this instance 
Archbiahep Kenrick was disappointed and 
table will forced to bend before 


He was greatly angered when Rome took 

his first coadjutor away and made him 
Archbishop of Philadelphia. He deferred the 
selection of a successor to Archbishop Ry- 
an until his clergy three years ago took the 
matter into their own hands and obtain d 
an order from Rome that a new coadjutor 
should be selected. Then the Archbishop 
strove to make Fr. Brady his successor and 
rudely repulsed the committee of clergy- 
men who called on him to request a voice 
in the selection of his successor and their 
future ruler. He called the bishops of the 
archdiocese together and told them point- 
blank he wanted Fr. Brady named as co- 
adjutor. They refused and he sent them 
home. They were called together again and 
this time he yielded. Yet in the face of all 
this he made the will, leaving/ everything 
to Fr. Brady, and refused .to alter it after 
the latter had died, heart-brok for the 
bitter fight made upon him by his brother 
cler en. / 
The danger of the situation now/ lies in the 
fact that Archbishop Kenrick has blood rel- 
atives in Ireland. tis mother’s name was 
Jane Foy, and it is said that his connections 
on her side are of the Protestant faith. If 
the Archbishop were to die before relieved 
of his title to church property it might take 
an expensive and lengthy litigation to de- 
feat the claims of his heirs-at-law. 

The danger and inconvenience of litigation 
can be inferred from the statement of 
Chancellor Fitzpatrick, who, when asked for 
a statement of the church property held by

Mr. R. Graham Frost, one of the attorneys 
for the plaintiffs, said to a reporter: The 
will of Archbishop: Kenrick that I saw is in 
the custody of the Chancellor. By this will 
all the property held by the Archbishop was 
bequeathed to Rev. Fr. Brady, the 
Vicar-General who died two years ago. It 
is likely the Archbishop had an understand- 
ing that Fr. Brady would hold the property 
as he himself had. Probably, too, he ex- 
pected Fr. Brady to be his successor. A 
codicil to this will left annuities of $1,000 
apiece to the Archbishop’s nieces, the Misses 
Eustace, the younger of whom is dead. On 
account of the death of Fr. Brady and the 
younger Miss Eustace, this will is virtually 
useless. 

Perhaps if Fr. Brady was an hair-at-iaw, 
his beirs might claim the bequest riade to 
him“ But I do not give this as a legal prup- 
osition and besides he was not an heir-at-

I knew this 
action was contemplated some time ago, but 
have not been consulted by any of the par- 
ties to the suit.. My actual knowledge of 
the case is only that which Catholics well 
posted in the affairs of the diocese might 
possess,” 

Asked whether the suit would be defend- 
ed, Mr. Garesche said: I am not the sole 
legal adviser of Archbishop Kenrick; and 
have no conection with the defense—at 
least not at the present time, whatever may 
develop later.“ 

„My impression is that no defense will be 
made and the case thus allowed to adjust 
itself. This would seem the most advisable 
course for all parties.

GALA DAY AT RALEIGH.

RALEIGH, N. C., May 20.—The unveiling 
of the Confederate monument here to-day 
was attended by the greatest gathering of 
people ever seen in this city. Thousands of 


veterans came and the State Guard was 
nearly all in line. Gen. John W. Catten 
commanded the brigade of troops and Dr. 
Peter E. Hines the veterans and O. J. 
2 was Chief Marshal, with 200 assist - 
ants. 
May 20 is a State holiday, being the anni- 
versary of the Mecklenburg Declaration of 
Independence of 1775. 
The procession started at noon and the 
programme of exercises at the monument, 
which began at 12:45 o’cleck, was as follows: 
Invocation, Rev. Dr. Bennett Smedis; ad- 
dress of welcome to visitors, Capt. S. A. 
Ashe; oration, Col. A. M. Waddill; presenta- 
tion of the monument, Col. S. McD. Tate: 
acceptance of the monument, by Gov. Carr; 
unveiling of the monument, little Julia Jack- 
son Christian, aged 7 years, and grand- 
daughter of Gen. Stonewall Jackson. Then, 
after a salute by the infantry and artillery, 
several short speeches were made, the 
speakers being Gen. Bradley T. Johnson of 
Baltimore, ex-Gov. Holt, Col. A. C. Avery, 
Col. W. H. Clark, Col. H. C. Jones, Col. W. 
H. H. Cowles and Cyrus B. Watson. 
At the conclusion of these addresses the 
military and the veterans passed in review 
in front of the monument.

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Dr. William 8. Blickhahn, Superintendent 
of the City Hospital, died suddenly at that 
institution Monday morning at 10:15 o’clock, 
after an acute illness of a few hours. Death 
was caused by uraemia, from which he has 
been a sufferer at intervals for a long time. 

At 6:15 o’clock a nurse went to his room, 
and as she failed to arouse him after repeat- 
ed knockings, she sent for Dr. Russell. Dr. 
Russell entered the room and found Dr. 


Blickhahn unconscious on the bed. He was 
very pale, and a barely perceptible respira- 
tion and pulse were en signs of lite. 
Dr. Ludwig Bremer was sent for, and after 
restoratives were applied the patient recov- 
ered consciousness, At 9 o'clock he had so 
far recovered that Dr. Bremer stated that. 
he anticipated no serious results and expect- 
ed Dr. Blickhahn would be able to resume 
his duties by Wednesday morning. An hour 
later the patient relapsed into unconscious- 
ness and died in a few minutes. 

Dr. Blickhahn was not much over 30 years 
of age and had spent most of his life in St. 
Louis. He graduated from the St. Louis 
Medical College when 24 years old, and then 
went to Europe to further pursue his 
studies. On his return he practiced bis 
profession in IlMnois. In 1893 he again went 
to Europe, remaining until last January. He 
devoted much time to the study of bacteri- 
ology, and was regarded as an advanced 
man in his profession by his colleagues.

THE HOUSE PLAYING POSSUM. 


In interviews published just before the 
extra session began, Speaker Russell, 
Mr. Tatum and other leading Repub- 
licans expressed the opinion that twenty 
days at the outside would be time enough 
to dispose of the business submitted to 
the Legislature by the Governor. Nearly 
thirty days have passed since the Legis- 
lature convened, and what has the House 
done in that time? 

In the first few days of the session it 
rushed the Filley Election bill through, 
by methods that were -hardly parlia- 
mentary. Then, before the Senate could 
act on the Election bill, the House passed 
an appropriation bill, providing for its 


0 pay. Both these bills were gotten 
“through the House in less than two 


weeks, and in about two weeks both of 
them were passed by the Senate. The 
Senate then considered the anti-Lobby 
bill and refused to engross it, and for the 
last two weeks, it has been “considering” 
the Fellow-servant bill. But during the 
four weeks of the session the House has 
devoted not more than six or eight days 
to actual legislative work. 

Why has the House refused for four 
weeks to consider fellow-servant legisla- 
tion? Why have the Filley Republicans 
voted down motion after motion to take 
up and consider that legislation? Why 
has no bill been reported from the com- 
mittee? Why does it adjourn day after 
day, idling away time, fishing, playing 
poker, or lounging around the hotels? 

Waiting on the Senate, they say. They 
did not wait on the Senate in passing the 
Election law and the Appropriation bill. 
But when it comes to the Fellow-servant 
and anti-Lobby laws, they wait. Why 
should the House wait on the Senate? 
At whose instance is this done and what 
is it done for? 

At the regular session the House held 
up Fellow-servant bills until a few days 
before adjournment. Finally they passed 
a bill with a proviso which made the bill 
worse than nothing, and sent it over to 
the Senate on Monday before the ad- 
journment on Saturday. . 

Are they playing the same game agaln? 
Are they merely trying, with Phelps’ co- 
operation, to fool somebody? If the 
House. means to pass a Fellow-servant 
bill, why does it not do so? Why has it 
not devoted these weeks of wasted time 
to that work? The Legislature 
valled together for that purpose, and its 
members are drawing pay for that pur- 
pose. Do they mean to wait until satis- 
fied that the Fellow-servant bill cannot 
pass the Senate, and then, as a party 
measure and with the hope of securing 
party advantage, rush a bill through on 
the eve of adjournment? Is that honest 
legislation? But how will the Repub- 
licans obtain party advantage by passing 
a bill through the House which the Re- 
publican Senators must be relied upon 
to kill in the Senate? 

The whole proceeding is rank dishon- 
esty, a game of peanut politics played in

SHAMING AMERICAN LEGISLATURES. 


John G. Bourinot, Clerk of the Cana- 
dian House of Commons, in an article 
in the Forum comparing the government 
of Canada with that of the United States 
remarks that Canada “has never been 
obliged to strike off her statute book, as 
has now been done in New York, an ex- 
traordinary provision ‘limiting the right 
of recovery for injuries causing death to 
five thousand dollars’—a provision show- 
ing the power of railway corporations 
over State legislation as well as a doubt 
of a just verdict in such cases in the 
courts.“ 

Mr. Bourinot need have expressed no 
doubt as to the reason that legislation 
limiting damages to be recovered in case 
of death was ever placed in the statute 
books. It was not placed there on ac- 
count of “a doubt of a just verdict in 
such cases,” but on account of the ¢cor- 
rupt influence of railroad lobbies. 

But he might have said something 
worse about Missouri than he said about 
It is to the credit of New 
York’s Constitutional Convention -that 
the evidence of infamous legislative con- 
trol by railroads embodied in this law 
has been wiped from the statute book, 
but it still disgraces the laws of Missouri. 

Influence which is now choking off 
all anti-lobby legislation and a just fel- 
low-servant law demanded by an over- 
whelming majority of the people has 
been strong enough to prevent the right- 
ing of the great injustice contained in 
a law limiting death damages—a meas- 
ure passed solely in the interest of the 
railroads against the people.

DR. O’REILLY’S EXPLANATION. 


Denies That He Was in Error About 


Gazzolo’s Death. 

To the Editor of The Post-Dispatch. 
In your issue of the 19th instant, on page 
25, appeared an article under the caption 
“Strange Diagnosis,” and calculated to do 


me great professional injury. The article 
states that William V. Gaszolo, 12 years old, 
died at the residence of his parents, No. 2001 
Morgan street. The burial certificate was 
issued on Friday. The death certificate was 
signed by Dr. Thomas O'Reilly and the 
cause of death given as ‘“cerebro-spinal 
fever.“ To this point the report is correct, 
but now follows wherein I feel myself ag- 
grieved. Your reporter goes on to say that 
the case was not reported, This is a mis- 
take, as it was reported and the postal 
card handed to the letter carrier on the 13th 
by the lady in charge of my office. 

The relations of the deceased stated that 
the boy died from the. fracture of the skull, 
caused by a fall from a lumber pile, which 
proved to be the case.“ This statement is 
untrue. There was no evidence that the 
boy had received any serious injury by the 
fall, which happened two or more weeks 
before and for which he had been treated 
by another physician, who had discontinued 
his visits neary a week before I was called 
in, after assuring the family (as I am in- 
formed) the boy was out of d er, 

When I saw the boy he was laboring un- 
der the symptoms of spinal meningitis, but 
there were no signs of concussion, compres- 
sion or fracture of the skull. His parents 
called my attention to the fall, and felt 
anxious least it might have been the cause 
of his present sickness, but there was noth- 
ing to justify this supposition. He had no 
contusion of any kind about the head, his 
mind was clear, and he pointed out to me 
the course of his suffering in the spinal col- 
umn and in his extremities below the knees. 
The night before I was called on he had 
been to the circus, and on returning home 
ate a large quantity of ice cream. The phy- 
sician who had attended him in the previous 
sickness after the fall saw him, and pro- 
nounced it a case of fever, as the true char- 
acter of the disease had not developed at 
that time, but when I saw him in the even- 
ing there could be no question about its 
character, as he had the tetanic contractions 
of the muscles of the neck and back which 
are almost a certain indication of spinal 
meningitis. 

The members of the medical profession 
will acquit me of any error in diagnosis on 
reading the above statement, without my 
going into other details and occupying 
your space. I was in attendance on the 
case from the 10th to the lith, and visited 
him three times a day. During this time I 
had no reason to change my diagnosis, 
which was confirmed by another physician 
who saw him independently of me. 

I trust in the future your reporter will be 
more careful to ascertain the correctness 
of his statements before publishing them, 
more particularly when they apply to medi- 
cal men, who in the pursuit of their pro- 
fessional duties and their contention with 
ignorance, have more to endure and are 
more misrepresented than any other profes- 
sion.

Stand in New England.

The article 
says: 

Many were disinclined to talk, assigning as 
a reason that it was rather early yet to 
make a Presidential nomination.

Connecticut and Rhode Island 
are quite sitive Mr. Reed cannot control 
the New England delegation and say they 
expect the nomination to go to a estern 
man. New Hampshire and Veffmont are not 
as enthusiastic as Maine, or as doubtful as 
the two Southern States of New England, 
but they would without doubt swing into 
line for Reed were the other States, includ- 
ing Massachusetts, to favor him, which 
seems likely. The situation seems to show 
that while Reed has a strong hold on the 
hearts of the New Engiafi@ers he cannot 
count on the New England delegation as a 
unit, owing to the attitude of Rhode Island 
and Connecticut. Indications do not say 
which is the stronger, Harrison or Reed.
